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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: the claim recites "each 
transponder"; however, the previous claims only set forth one transponder. Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9-12 and 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levin 
(USPubN 2002/0032435). Levin discloses a device that includes a tube (considered single use at 
the discretion of the user), a transponder (electronic chip) emitting information by 
radiofrequency towards a receiver and an electronic manager. See figure 6 and paragraph 0039. 
The device includes a product that is a fluid, the tube incorporates the transponder and sensor in 
that the syringe is attached to the tube during use and the syringe (a single use tool) includes a 
sensor and transponder. Multiple tubes are used in the device connecting the syringe to the 
patient. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over O'Mahony et 
al (USPN 6,585,675) in view of Conero et al (6,676,600). O'Mahoney teaches a medical device 
that includes a tube for the circulation of fluid and a sensor to provide feedback information to a 
controller. The feedback information from the sensor is transmitted wirelessly. The product is a 
fluid and the sensor transmits information such as pressure and fluid flow in real time so the 
controller can adjust pump speed. The entire device including the tube and needles can be 
considered single use at the users discretion. 

O'Mahoney meets the claim limitations as described above but fails to include the device 
transmitting the information by radiofrequencies to the controller. However, Conero discloses 
the teaching of transmitting information wirelessly by radiofrequency for medical devices. 

At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to incorporate the teaching of 
transmitting the information by radiofrequencies into the invention of O'Mahoney as a way to 
achieve the wireless transmission as taught by O'Mahoney. Conero states that radiofrequency 
transmission is considered well known in the art. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Levin fails to teach a tube for circulation fluid. However, a recitation of 
the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from 
the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. In this case, since the prior art teaches a tube and the tube has a lumen it is capable of 
introducing fluid into the body and removing fluid from the body.
